CHAPTER 111. 
AN ACT to amend section 84 of the statutes, relating to the de- 

termination and publication of the county canvass. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and 
assembly, do enact as follows: 

SEcTIolsr 1. Section 84 of the statutes is amended to read:' 
Section 84. They shall then determine the persons who have 
been, by the greatest number of vctes, elected to the several 
county offices and members of the senate and assembly, when 
the county constitutes one or more senate or assembly districts, 
and such determination shall be reduced to writing, Certified as 
correct and attested by their signatures, and be annexed to the 
statement of votes given for such offices respectively, and filed 
and recorded with the same. Such statement and determina-
tion shall be published in * * * one or more newspapers 
of the county * * * which the canvassers * * * shall 
designate * •. If the canvassers decide to have said pub-
lication in more than one newspaper in said county, they shall 
designate at least one professing the political faith of the party 
which received the highest number of votes at the last general 
election in said county and at least one professing the political 
faith of the party which received the next highest number of 
votes at the last general election. The papers so designated 
shall be paid by the county. 

SEcriox 2. This act shall .take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 112. 
AN ACT to appropriate to the state park board money to reim-

burse it for certain expenditures made necessary by the inad-
vertent omission in chapter 495, laws of 1907, and making a 
further appropriation therefor. 

The people of the state ef Wisconsin, ri ,presented in senate and 
assembly, do enact as follows: 

SEcTioN 1. There is appropriated to the state park board a 
sum not exceeding four hundred and thirty-six dollars and 
eighty-five cents ($436.85) out of any no ne,ys in the state ti-ens-
